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of magistracy, to wit: those which are legislative, to one, those 
which are executive, to another,-and those which are judicial 
to another.’ Section 2d of the «ame article provides, ‘That no 
person, or collection of persons, being of one, of these depart- 
ments, shall exercise any power properly belonging to either 
ofthe others, except in the instances herein after expressly di- 
rected or permitted.’ By the first section of the said bill, 

George Poindexter, Esq. Governor dhd Executive of the state, 
is appointed as commissioner, and is authorised and requested 
to revise and amend the statutes of this state, and it shall be his 
duty to arrange and consolidate all. the statutes of a public ' na- 
ture, which may be in force in said state, at the end of the pre- 
sent session of the General Assembly, and to report the same 
by bills to the next session of thé Legislature." And, ‘It shall be 
his duty to prepare and report to the next Legislaturé, such ade 
ditional bills as may be found necessary and proper to complete 
the code of statute law of this ‘state:' thereby transferring to 
the Executive of the state, duties which properly belong to, 
and should.be exercised by the Legislative department. ' The 
undersigned do declare, that no article, section or clause of the 
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constitution, does expressly direct, or indirectly permit, the | 


transfer of such power by the Legislative department to the 
Executive. Sach transfer, therefore, is inconsistent with, and 
repugnant to both the letter and spirit of tbe constitution. * 

Second — Because, by section 16th of article 4th of the consti- 
tution, itis required that every bill which shall have passed both 
Houses of the General Assembly, shall be presented to the Go- 
vernor ‘for his signature, if he approves; for his objections if he 
disapproves,"&c, It would be an anomaly in legislation, for the 
General Assembly, after having passed bills, prepared and ma- 
tured by the Executive, to present them to the samé Executive, 
for his approbation or objectioris: Thereby changing the order 
prescribed by the constitution for the passing of bills, and vio- 
lating the spirit and méaning of the sixteenth section of the 
fourth article. 

Third—Because by the said bill, the Executive is appointed 
to an important commission, and by the constitution it is his 
duty to examine all bills, and approve or object to tbem; there- 
fore, by the passing of the said bill, the indelicate duty is im- 
posed upon the Executive "t participating in bis own appoint- 
ment. 

Fourth—Because that pari of the bill above recited, (it be- 
ing an amendment from the House of Representatives) was not 
read at three several times, on three different days, 1n the Se- 
nate, as is prescribed by the twenty-third section of article 
third of the constitution nor was this rule of the third article 
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dispensed with by four flfths of the Senate, but the sdid i in part 
recited bill, was read a second time, and passed on the same 
day; thereby contravening the said twenty-third section of ar- 
ticle third of the constitution.
